W HERE IS YOUR HEART? 
If you were suddenly asked to place your hand 


to being right. 
Many people would put their hand on their left 
breast just a little below the nipple, because they 
have felt or seen the heart beating here. 
And this 
is nearly right, in so far as the “beat” is concerned, 
but the heart itself is much further over to the 
right side than most people think. 
In fact It would be possible for a man to be 
shot through the right side of the chest, close to 
the breast bone, and the bullet would go through 
his heart, because the heart lies directly under the 
breast bone, mostly to the left of course. 
So to get an Idea of the location of the heart and 
the big vessels arising from it, you just look at 
your breast bone. 
Up near the top you’ll see or 
feel a lump where two parts of the bone meet. 
This is the upper border, go down the breast bone 
to an inch of the bottom and you have the lower 
border. 
The right border is an inch to the right 
of the breast bone, and the left border curves down 
to the left, coming within about an inch of the 
nipple. 
As the heart beat is all you can see or feel 
about the heart, a word about it might be of help 
It is the lower portion of the heart striking against 
the chest wall. 
It should be about a half inch 
to the right of the nipple and about an inch below 
it. 
Sometimes the nipple is close to the breast 
hone, and sometimes at a considerable distance, 6o 
point 2 1-2 to 3 inches from the middle of 
the breast bone, would be about the normal spot for 
the heart beat. 
Now the location varies with dif­ 
ferent types and ages. 
For instance in a short 
stout person the beat is higher up than in a long 
thin 
person—a 
difference of a couple of inches 
sometimes. 
In youngsters also, the beat is higher 
up than in older people. 
Lying on either side will shift the beat in either 
direction. 
In very thin persons the beat may ap­ 
pear to be very strong against 
the 
chest 
wall, 
whereas in a fat person it may be lost entirely, 
lf you rind pulsations at other points than the 
above place, even when you are at rest, it might 
be well to consult your family physician..
